thank you and this is a good start, but (always a but). You have the timeline and measure of impact and effectiveness 
lumped together. The ask for a timeline to be included in the operational plan which is separate from the section 
"Measures of Impact and Effectiveness" which is supposed to include the measures from Appendix A. They ask 
for the narrative to focus on the first 10 month period (9/30/10 - 7/31/11) but then also to address plans for the entire 22 
month period. So if you could take out the timelines and put them in the appropriate place in the operational plan, that will 
be great. See example below:

• Epidemiologist I will be cross-trained in all Epidemiology Program diseases and conditions.
